AC  Celebrates  The  Opening  of  Vandiver 
Multimedia  Laboratory 

Anderson  College  welcomes  the  addition  of  a  multimedia  computer  laboratory  in  the 
newly  named  Vandiver  Hall.  The  new  lab,  fondly  called  the  Van-Lab  by  students,  houses 
28  new  computers  with  32-megabytes  of  ram  each.  The  $375,000  lab  is  part  of  the  new 
Instructional  Technology  Initiative  to  allow  students  the  best  technology  in  their  course 
work.  The  lab  allows  instructors  and  students  more  interaction  through  the  imaging  equip- 
ment including  a  three  dimensional  display  unit.  Instructors  have  a  wide  range  of  equip- 
ment, from  laser-disc  movies  to  three-dimensional  imaging,  to  enhance  the  students  knowl- 
edge. 

Dr.  Lee  Royce,  president,  stated  that  "Vandiver  Hall  enhances  the  academic  programs  of 
the  college  by  providing  students  and  professors  with  access  to  state-of-the-art  technological 
equipment."  The  Van-Lab  is  the  beginning  of  new  advancements  in  technology  occurring 
on  the  Anderson  College  campus.

Vandiver 
1920 
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On  May  15,1997,  at  5:30  p.m.  fifteen  members  of  the  Vandiver  family  and  campus 
officials  arrived  to  witness  the  greatest  new  addition  to  Anderson  College.  After  much 
anticipation  the  Vandiver  family  cut  the  ceremonial  red  ribbon  and  allowed  the  anxious 
viewers  into  Vandiver  Hall,  formerly  named  Whyte  House. 

Originally  constructed  in  1920,  Whyte  House  has  held  an  esteemed  position  on  campus 
for  the  past  seventy-seven  years.  The  west  wing  of  the  hall  was  constructed  and  dedi- 
cated to  faculty  member  James  P.  Whyte.  Mr.  Whyte  served  Anderson  College  as  dean 
and  as  a  professor  of  literature  and  sociology  for  fourteen  years.  The  east  wing,  con- 
structed in  1960,  was  dedicated  to  a  former  president  of  eleven  years,  John  E.  White.  In 
1935  the  Whyte  House  provided  a  home  for  WAIM,  an  Anderson  radio  station. 

The  newly  named  hall  is  in  honor  of  David  Vandiver,  Robert  Vandiver,  and  Thomas 
"Nap"  Vandiver.  The  Vandiver  family,  NationsBank,  and  Carolina  First  are  responsible 
for  the  donation  of  $445,000  to  begin  the  new  technology  project.  This  addition  is  to  be 
the  first  of  many  new  technological  advances  made  on  the  Anderson  College  campus.  Mr. 
Nap  Vandiver  stated  that  the  family  choose  to  support  this  specific  project  because  the 
college  "is  a  great  asset  to  the  town."
